Every September, 15 th the Feast of La Virgen de los Dolores is celebrated 
in Lanzarote. 

It is always a superb celebration in which deep devotion, joy and 
respect, lead the devotees to the chapel of Mancha Blanca from every 
point of the island and the rest of the archipelago. 

People usually walk out at dawn from many parts of the island, with 
their mothers, fathers, sons, brothers, friends, guitars and "timples" to 
congregate around Tinajo around noon.

The pilgrims always share their happiness and food. They usually have "enyesques", that is, some cheese, 
"pejines", "roscas", and a good drink of local wine to clear their throats. They never have a rest and they 
sometimes accompany their pilgrimage with "timples" and folklore songs. They rarely miss the opportunity 
to dress up in traditional costumes. They are normally a waistcoat, hat, 
and white shirt for men, and usually flowered skirts and blouses, and 
hats for women. 

We can occasionally see pilgrims with their donkey carts and camels to 

reach the evening the chapel at 
about nine, where they meet the 
Virgin, and often leave at her feet the 
humble offerings they carry so fondly. 

They sometimes dance typical dances 
to pay homage to the Virgin of 

Volcanoes.
